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Votes for Illinois Women 


Unmistakably the action of tho Illinois legislature in 


He passage of the act giving the ballot to women in that 
state constitutes one of the most important of recent vic- 
tories in the feminine crusade for the ballot. It is the first 
foothold equal suffrage has secured east of the Mississippi 
river, and its effect is likely to lie especially far-reaching 
on this account alone. In the United States \ve have come 
to regard the er|iial suffrage! movement as largely a west- 
ern movement, but it will not long remain so. It was in 
the western states that the experiment was first tried, but 
there axe multiplying evidences that it is inevitably going 
to obtain acceptance in other sections as well. It is tnio 
that Michigan has twice given recent, adverse majorities 
on the proposition, and Ohio would have none of it in its 
new constitution, but neither of these decisions is neces- 
sarily final. There is yet ample time for a change of heart, 
and the Illinois decision will do much to bring it about. 


"Woman's battle for the ballot in Illinois began fifty- 


eight years ago. It has been a long and tedious and often 
'discouraging fight, but it was worth it. (Governor Dunne 
has declared he will sign the bill, and only the remote pos- 
sibility of its uneonstitutionality in some points now stands 
between woman and the ballot box in Illinois. The move- 
ment is marching steadily eastward. Indiana has an ef- 
fective organization which has for its purpose the secur- 
ing of equal suffrage in this state, and there is already a 
more widespread sentiment here favoring it than perhaps 
most people realize. Just in this connection, also, it is in- 
teresting to note that the Los Angeles chief of police in an 
address before the international convention of police 
chiefs at Washington yesterday declared that through 
•woman suffrage crime has been materially reduced. 


Protests have been lodged in "Washington against the 


proposed selection of Meredith Mcholson, the Indiana 
novelist, as minister to Portugal on the grounds that he is 
not a "good democrat." Regardless of these, the presi- 
dent, is said to be quietly going ahead with his plans pre- 
cisely as if nothing had happened, and as if he had con- 
cluded that being a "good democrat" or a "good" member 
of any other party is not necessarily a prerequisite to sat- 
isfactorily representing Uncle Sam in diplomatic places 
abroad. 


Whether it shall finally be determined that the lobby 


at work against the tariff bill at Washington be of the 
"insidious" variety or not, it must be admitted that the 
investigation which is following up President Wilson's 
charge is disclosing some extremely interesting informa- 
tion. Further entertainment will be provided for the public 
when some members of congress undertake, to explain the 
use of their franks in the distribution of public documents 
by the million in the interest of the sugar barons.

IMPROVEMENT WOK~. 


Editor Sentinel: 


The purk board, at the unanimous re- 


quest ui a public meeting m Lakeside, 
has started a movement looking toward 
the improvement of the trees in. that 
addition. 
1£ the citizens of Lakesidv 


havu changed their minds upon that 
proposition our board has no desire to 
go lorward with the work. As usual, 
however, much misunderstanding exists 
and much misrepresentation is being in- 
dulged in. 


'lue park board discourages the plant- 


ing of any more Carolina poplars upon 
the streets of i'ort Wayne because they 
are very short lived, are disease breed- 
era and because their roots lift up and 
destro}- cement sidewalks and will run u 
distance of f i f t y or even sixty feet to 
iind a st-wer pipe and fill it up and clog 
it, so that much expense bus 10 bu gone 
to to dig up and repair such sewer. 


But the board dues not remove such 


poplar trees as are now planted, unless 
requested to do so by the property own- 
er. 
So the poplar trees in Lakeside 


would remain unless the owners of lots 
request otherwise. The same holds true 
oi Catalpas. 


In front of some lots three or four 


trees have been planted where not more 
than one or two should havt been plaut- 
ed. 
The result is they run. up in the 


air like telegraph poies, have no spread 
or beauty about them and frequently 
shut out all sunlight, so that the ground 
becomes sour and damp and grows mold 
and moss instead of grass. We explain 
this to property holders and if they de- 
sire one or more trees removed, we do 
it at about tuilf the price the)' would 
have to pay outside parties. 
If they 


prefer not to remove any such trees we 
leave them just as they are. 


Nearly all the trees iu Lakeside need 


trimming. 
Some are trimmed so low 


that they knock off people.'s hats as thev 
ride by in buggies or walk upon tin1 


sidewalks. 
Many trees have much dead 


wood in them which ought to be taken 
(int. both for the looks and the good of 
such trees. 
If they lire all thus trirn- 


miMl at one tim>: it reduces the cost one- 
half. Where such trimming only is done 
the cr.st would be from §1 to !?2 per lot. 
which includes the carting away of the 
brush and limbs. 


Some few lots in Lakeside have nn 


trees. 
Such lots are usually owned by 


speculators, who have no interest in how 
the street looks, or for want of some 
one to do it they have planted no trees. 
In front of such lots, not on the side "I 
nuch lots, we would plant one tree ev- 
ery thirty feet. 
A good sized healthv 


tre,1, well planted and guaranteed to 
live, protected by a tree guard, so that 
worses or vicious boys cannot destroy 
it, and staked so that it will grow erect

Some large trees arc diseased. If doc- 


tored at once they can be preserved for 
fifty years or more. If not attended to, 
it is a matter of perhaps five years un- 
til they die. If rii'Strcd, our city forester 
will save them for you at a charge that 
he can closely approximate.

WIFE AND MOTHER 


Missouri Woman Confesses 


Killing Husband and 


Daughter. 


BLAMES RAP ON HEAD 


HarriBonville, Mo., June 13.—Mrs. Ar- 


thur Kellar 
Inte 
yesterday 
ronlesse-l 


that it was she, who killed her husband, 
a railroad laborer, and' their daughter 
Margaret, 7 years old, last 'Tuesday. 
Kellar and the girl were slain with an 
ax as they lay in their beds. 


Kellar was so badly 
butchered by 


blows from the a.x that his death result- 
ed almost instantly, but the little girl 
lingered until the next day. 


Mrs. Kellar's story was that the fam- 


ily had been attacked by nn intruder in 
the home and that elie had been :ts- 
sa.nlted by the ax wielder, but the blow 
intended for her head had struck the 
bed. 
She said she grappled with the in- 


truder, but. that he hroKe. away and ran 
from the house. 


The confession, which was signed by 


Mrs. Kelhtr. brought to a quick termina- 
tion the coroner's inquest that had been 
in session two days in an attempt to 
place the responsibility for the murder. 
The jury returned a verdict holding the 
woman guilty. Mrs. Kellar was taken t.o 
jail 


"God 
knows T would not have killed 


them lind T known what 1 was doing/' 
Mrs. Kellar said in her confession. 
She 


declared she had frequently been irre- 
sponsible for her acts since she received 
a blow on the head two years ago. 


After telling of the slaying of her 


husband and daughter, Mr?. Kellar saul 
she picked up the ax mid broke a pierte 
off her own bed that, she might make it 
appear that she «le:> had been attacked. 


With this done, she went to the neigh, 


bors and told tlie story of the mysteri- 
ous man who had fled as she awakened 
after he had struck at her with an ax, 
but had failed to hit lier and had struck 
the bed instead. 


The confession was rnndi* through the 


efforts of a detective, who Wednesday 
and Thursday spent much time ques- 
tioning Mrs. Kellar and her 6-year-old 
son George. The boy is declared to have 
informed the detective that the mother 
told him to say a man had come to the 
house and killed bis father and sister. 
<ieorgc was asleep in another room in 
the house at the time the crime was 
committed.

New York, June 13.—Fully 10 per 


cent, of the tnin'li«rs in the elementary 
and high schools in the city arc illiter- 
ate, according to a report issued after a 
special investigation by the committee 
on school industry of the board of esti- 
mate. 


Professor Elliott, of the University 


of Wisconsin, confirms this report in a 
li-tter to the committee after examining 
the ratings of tho teachers. 


"There are today hundreds of teach- 


ers in the elementary pchool* of the city 
whose services would not be approved 
in liny progressive school system, pri- 
marily on account of the use of broken, 
highly accented and incorrect English." 


The committee agrees with Professor 


Elliott in stating that the presence of 
illiterate teachers in the schools is be- 
cause "the professional 
examination 


conducted by the board of examiners is 
pure form, and all one needs is to com- 
ply with the letter and not with, the 
spirit of a thorough understanding." 


Tho letters investigated were thwe 


sent by a large number of teachers to 
the city paymaster complaining of the 
non-payment of their salaries, The re- 
port contains copies of many letters, 
one of which, written by a lecturer em- 
ployed by the board of education, reads:
